W hen the resolution indorsing the 
projected lines came up before Trades 
Council at its last meeting President 
Charles Kontnier, Sam uel K e rr 
and 
others of No. 52. asked that it be laid 
over at one meeting so that they could 
prepare the arbitration clause. 
A de­ 
cision to iiress such a claim had only 
been reached a few minutes before the 
meeting, and there liad not been time 
enough to prepare the clause for the 
consideration of Trades Council. Pres­ 
ident McConnell was among the first 
to come to the support of the measure 
and the result was th.at any expres­

granting of the franchise was deferred 
until the next meeting.

drown the 
noise 
m ade 
by 
himself, 
Newton Dennis, who will an sw er to 
the court in Lisbon on 
a 
charge of 
grand 
larceny 
and burglary, m ade 
attem pts to break jail during S atu r­ 
day night and 
y esterd ay 
afternoon. 
That his m oves were unsuccessful can 
he credited to Chief of Police Thomp- 
'on, who, being attracted by th e 
u n ­ 
earthly tunes of the songsters, m ade 
an investigation and discovered 
the 
plot. 
By 
a superhum an 
effort 
Dennis 
broke a heavy iron lever from one of 
the cell doors and going to the win­ 
dow on the south side of the corridors 
tarted to dislodge g sufficient num ber 
of bricks to allow' him and his confed­ 
erates an easy escape. 
Cunningly he 
posted the o th ers in th e Jail to sing 
and m ake all sorts of noise, thereby 
preventing suspicion if a brick should 
fall or any o th e r unusual noise 
be 
heard. 
It is an ordinary thing for a drunken 
m an to sing for an hour or m ore after 
being placed in the 
jail, 
and 
th<* 
schem e of Dennis was a shrew d one. 
W here they m ade their vital m istake 
was in singing so loud and long. Chief 
Thompson, a fte r listening 
for 
some 
tim e to th e inharm onious voices, con­ 
cluded that th ere m ight be som ething 
doing and his decision to investigate 
caught the m en dead in the act. 
Dennis heard the approach of Chief 
Thom pson and rushed to his cell, btu 
not quick enough. 
E very act 
of 
ail 
confined w as suspicious. They shrunk 
away from th e 
officer 
and 
showed 
plainly that th ey w ere guilty of some­ 
thing. 
W hen th e chief wralked to the 
rear of the cells it was plain to bf 
seen w hat had been 
transpiring. 
In 
the w'all th ere was a hole dug alm ost 
large enough to allow th e passage of 
a m an ’s body and on tho floor w ere a 
dozen bricks. 
All stoutly denied that 
they had had anyth in g to do with the 
work, try in g to m ake it ap p ear 
that 
tho bricks w ere removed by parties 
outside, but th e fact. w as conclusive, 
and flu' entire bunch was imm ediately 
deprived of the freedom of the c o n i 
dors and each was locked securely in 
a cell.

And no 
icing person would give him 
credit

He looks every inch a degeii- 
1 ’ate, b u t his record, received through 
nm m unication w ith th e authorities at 
I’arkershurg, his native 
town, 
show 
rn to be a crim inal 
with 
average 
’ain power. 
Though he is now only 
years of age he has spent a good 
any years in penal institutions. 
When but a lad Dennis was sen t to 
a reform school and after long confine- 
i<u t was released only to In* arrest- 
• ! in a short tim e on a charge of horse 
• aling.

The incorporation of tjje arbitration 


clause in the stre et railroad franchise 


granted by council to C. A. Sm ith a 
few days ago is perhaps w ithout prec­ 
edent in the state, and is certainly a

Railway Employes, 
and

Council. 
T he victory w as won by di­ 
plomacy ra th e r th an actual warfare, 
and for this reason is all the 
more 
desirable. 
T h e 
acceptance 
of 
the 
clause by C. A. Smith, 
after 
asking 
and being gran ted ode or two anim 
p o rtan t a m e n d m e n ts ]'is ano th er evi­ 
dence of th at gen tlem an ’s fairness to­ 
ward union labor and his in te rest in 
th e welfare of those in his employ. 
W hen the resolution indorsing the 
projected lines cam e up before T rad es 
Council a t its last m eeting President 
Charles K ontnier, Sam uel K e rr 
and 
others of No. 52. asked th a t it be laid 
over at one m eeting so th at they could 
prepare the a rb itratio n clause. 
A d e­ 
cision to press such a claim had only 
been reached a few m inutes before the 
meeting, and th e re had not been tim e 
enough to p rep are the clause for th e 
consideration of T rades Council. P re s ­ 
ident McConnell was am ong th e first 
to come to th e support of the m easure 
and tho resu lt w as th a t any ex p res­ 
sion from 
T rad e s Council 
on 
the 
granting of tho franc hise was deferred 
until the next meeting. 
The next day the arb itratio n clause 
was drafted and 
Messrs. 
K ontnier, 
K err and McConnell held a conference 
with 
Mr. 
Sm ith. O f course th ere 
were objections on the part of 
the 
prom oter. 
T he project 
had 
to 
be 
financed and such a clause in the fran ­ 
chise, he thought, m ight prove d e tri­ 
m ental to th e undertaking. 
H e did 
not object, however, to thus binding 
his company a t all tim es to leave tin* 
settlem en t 
of 
any 
difficulties 
that, 
m ight arise to a board of arbitrators. 
After several fu rth er conferences a t 
which several alteratio n s w ere m ade 
in the original d ra ft of the clause it 
was agreed by both parties and adopt­

none could offer any assistance and in­ 
stead stood spellbound. 
Amos 
real 
i/.ed in tim e that an awful effort was 
to be m ade if he ('scaped with 
his 
life. 
H e knew that tile train would 
im m ediately s ta rt ahead and though 
badly hurt by the fall he m anaged to 
drag him self partially from the track, 
and when the heavy w heels passed h<* 
was lying with his right foot on a rail 
aud his body so close th a t he was 
bum ped tim e and again by die rough 
boxing of the cars. 
Luckily the train was a short one 
and the trying ordeal was soon over, 
b u t the unfortunate man sank alm ost 
into unconsciousness when his predic­ 
am en t 
w as 
fully 
realized. F riends 
w ent to his assistance and 
removed 
him to the house of a nearby resident. 
to await the arrival of the westbound 
passenger upon which he was placed 
and brought to this city. 
T he am b u ­ 
lance wagon had been sum m oned and 
in it ho w as taken to his hom e from 
the depot. 


Dr. Noble, the* physician employed 
by the railroad company, was called 
from Wellsville and rendered the nec­ 
essary medical attention. 
It is net 
thought that Amos will lie p erm an en t­ 
ly crippled, lint he will likely be con­ 
fined to his hom e for several months.

Heroism Displayed by Crew cf Dot 
phm During Violent Squall in 
Havana Harbor. 


H avana. March 1 6 —While 
Ferre- 
t a n of the Navy Moody and his party 
were m aking a visit on shore a squall 
of trem endous violence swept over the 
harbor, 
it became as dart- as nigh' 
and the wind and the downpour w ere; 
terrific. 
Com mander Stoney, of t i l ’ 
Dolphin, 
realizing the peril to th° 
small boats in the harbor, called for 
volunteer rescuers and 
tho 
entire 
crow responded. 
Boats w ere instantly 
m anned and sent off 
The 
launch 
returned with four half drowned Cu­ 
bans and the captain's gig with an­ 
o ther who was lifted aboard a p p ar­ 
ently lifeless, but was later resu scitat­ 
ed. 
The courage and prompt action 
on the part of the A m ericans a rc es­

commended, as the British 
ships did not rise to the emergency, 
although one of the capsized 
boats 
was much nearer to the Ariadne than 
to tho Dolphin.

an attorney representing several of 
the turf concerns whose affairs re­ 
cently have been aired in the courts. 
Mr. Tyner is incapacitated by illness 
fiom performing his duties of his of 
fire and it is said his resignation will 
b«' requested solely on that account. 
Mr. Tyner is 77 years of age and auf 
bred a stroke of paralysis last Julv 
and in December had a relapse.
